Before Maitre Carlo WERSANDT, notary residing in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg, undersigned; 

THERE APPEARED 

Claire Champion, born on April 1, 1973 in Neuilly, France, residing at 3512, 
35th Street N W, USA - 20016 Washington DC, United-States of America, 

And, 

CCD LLC, a limited liability company, validly existing under the laws of the 
states of the Delaware, United-States of America, with its registered office at 2711, 
Centerville Road, USA - DELAWARE 19805 Wilmington, registered under number 
4764209. 

here both represented by Me Cecile JAGER, attorney at law, professionally 
residing in Howald, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, by virtue of two proxies given under 
private seal. 

The said proxies, initialled ne varietur by the proxyholder of the two appearing 
parties and the notary, will remain annexed to the present deed to be filed at the same 
time with the registration authorities. 

The two appearing parties, represented as stated hereabove, requested the 
undersigned notary to draw up as follows: 

that such two appearing parties are the two partners of CC DEVELOPPEMENT 
S.a r.L (the “Company”), a societe a responsabilite limitee existing under the laws of 
the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, having its registered office at 7, me Guillaume J. 
Kroll, L-1882 Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, having share capital of 
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EUR 1,707,000 and registered with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register 
under number B 123.891, incorporated pursuant to a notarial deed of Maitre Paul 
FRIEDERS, then notary residing in Luxembourg, dated 28 December 2006, published 
in the Memorial C, number 507, on 2 April 2007 and whose articles of assoxiation have 
been amended pursuant to a notarial deed of Maitre Paul BETTINGEN, notary residing 
in Niederanven, dated December 4, 2009, published in the Memorial C, number 77, on 
12 January 2010. 

The two appearing parties representing the whole share capital require the notary 
to act the following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The partners decide to dissolve and to put the Company into liquidation as of the 
date of the present deed. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The partners decide to appoint, as liquidator of the Company, Me Cecile JAGER, 
attorney-at-law, with professional address at 2, rue Peternelchen, L-2370 Howald, 
Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, as liquidator, and who declares to accept that mandate. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The partners decide that the liquidator shall receive the powers as determined 
hereafter. 

The liquidator has the broadest powers as provided for by articles 144 to 148 bis 
of the law of August 10, 1915 on commercial companies, as amended (the “1915 
Law”). 

The liquidator may accomplish all the acts provided for by article 145 of the 1915 
Law, without requesting the authorization of the general meeting in the cases in which it 
is requested. 

The liquidator may exempt the registrar of mortgages from proceeding with any 
automatic registration; renounce all in rem rights, preferential rights, mortgages, actions 
for rescission; remove any attachment, with or without payment of all the preferential or 
mortgaged registrations, transcriptions, attachments, oppositions or other encumbrance. 

The liquidator is relieved from inventory and may refer to the accounts of the 
Company. 

The liquidator may, under his responsibility, for special or specific operations, 
delegate to one or more proxies such part of its powers it determines and for the period 
it will fix. 
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The liquidator may distribute the Company’s assets to the sole shareholder in cash 
or in kind to its willingness. 

COSTS 

The expenses, costs, remunerations or charges in any form, whatsoever which 
shall be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed, are estimated at 
approximately at nine hundred and fifty Euro (EUR 950.-). 

Nothing else being on the agenda, and nobody rising to speak, the meeting is 
closed. 

STATEMENT 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states herewith that 
at the request of the appearing parties, the present deed is worded in English, followed 
by a French version, at the request of the same appearing parties, and in case of 
divergences between the English and the French texts, the English version will be 
preponderant;
